Now “all this ia not mure theory, At 
present of course the injury to Toieign 
commerce is a mere flea-bite, But we have 
to look to the future ; and when we see the 
native produce, even now, surely though 
slowly elbowing the importéd drug out of 
the market—supplanting itin the estima- 
tion of the common people, creating 4 
demand which at the same time.it supplics 
in all abundance, offering a cheaper luxury 
than has hitherto been obtainable, opening 
upia now and eminently Iuorative field of 
labour to the husbandman, and, above all; 
encouraged by the Provincial Government, 
does it require the gift of proptietic sight to 
foretell the inevitable result in the course of 
ten or fifteen years? Thore is not the 
slightest reason why China should not grow 
for herself all the opium that sho can 
possibly conaume. Her acreage is broad, 
enough; her soil is rich’ enough; her 
peasantry are eager, to’ all appearance, to 
cultivate it for themselves. If, thou, in” 
these ten or fifteen years we lose a portion 
of our trade with Ohina which has hitherto 
beon worth six millions sterling a year to 
England, and gone so far towards increasing 
the stake we at present hold in China, what 
is likely to be the natoral result? With an 
interest amounting to upwards of 80 por 
cont of Obina’a entire foreign trade, we, 
ptobably have more influence to-day than 
we should have were we to lose so large a 
Slice as that which seems,to be threatening 
toslip away from'us, Chiria has everything 
to gain by making the change that now 
impends—we have everything to lose, Of:

OPIUM CULTIVATION IN .MANOHU- 
RIA 


(The Celestial Empire.) 

Writing on the subject of the opium 
trade in the month of August, 1874, wa 
drew attention te the enormous inorease in

was observable in various parts of the Chinese
